Am ong th e silver m en the sen­ 
tim ent is said to be unanim ous th a t the 
convention m ust tak e decided action on 
the m oney question, and th a t a com pro­ 
m ise will not be accepted. S enator C ar­ 
te r believes th a t the league should avoid 
th e m oney question, b u t if considered he 
w ill insist th a t free silver a t a ratio of 
16 to I be incorporated in the resolu­ 
tions. Dubois is eager for a contest and 
vehem ent in arguing th a t the p arty 
should declare for silver if it w ants the

GLADSTONE LEAVES 


European 
Diplomats Uneasy Over the 
Gathering at Riel. 
.New York, Ju n e 19.—A special from 
P aris says: 
“Kiel w as the reason for the speech 
delivered by M. H onataux, French m in­ 
ister of foreign affairs, and it w as also 
the reason for the conferring by the 
czar of the decoration of the order of 
St. Andrew upon President F aure—two 
facts of capital im portance. 
“B ut other dem onstrations of a sim i­ 
lar sort are expected this week a t Kiel. 
It is probable th a t the R ussian and 
French fleets will concurrently s ta rt for 
and depart from Kiel and will also a ft­ 
erw ard proceed together to Copenhagen 
to coal. 
These two m ovem ents of the 
fleets will be one dem onstration, b u t a 
counter dem onstration by the G erm an 
em peror is probable. 
R eports received 
by diplom atists say th a t Em peror W il­ 
liam will m ake a speech expressing tyis 
pleasure a t seeing all the nations of 
Europe his guests and especially two 
who have all his sym pathy and whose 
friend he him self w ishes to be. 
This 
speech will be the culm ination of the 
festivities and it is dreaded by every 
one. ‘The kaiser a t the present m om ent 
is very inim ical to E ngland,’ said a 
diplom atist in speaking of the m atter, 
‘and French statesm en have seriously 
blundered since 1870. 
They ought to 
have been able to tu rn the public opin­ 
ion 
of F rance ag ain st E ngland, for 
England is F ran ce’s sole enem y.’ 
“In diplom atic circles it is hoped th a t 
everything will pass off happily a t Kiel. 
S tringent orders have been given to all 
the adm irals, w ith the object of pre­ 
venting any departure from the offi­ 
cially prescribed order of cerem onies.”

T his organization has over 1,000 auxil­ 
iary leagues, 3,000 official correspon­ 
d en ts and over 6,000 new spapers using 
its bureau m atter. It is said to be form ­ 
ing an alliance here w ith the antl-sllver- 
ites of the south, w hatever m ay be its 
policy on a fu rth e r combine for 1896. The 
P en n sy lv an ia delgates are co-operating 
closely w ith the tariff league and w ork­ 
in g w ith the southern delegates for pro­ 
tection and the gold stan d ard w ithout 
reg ard to the contest for president of 
th e N ational league. 
Senators C arter and Dubois are m ore 
•eagerly sought a fte r th an ever, as they 
a re recognized a s the leaders of the sil­ 
v er m ovem ent, and all w estern dele­ 
gates w ant to m eet them . 
The silver 
m en are said to be g reatly disappointed 
over the a ttitu d e of the m ountaineers 
an d the colored men from th e 
south. 
T he southern delegates say the Demo­ 
c ra ts of the southern states are divid­ 
in g on the silver question 
and 
they 
w a n t nothing done a t this convention on 
th a t issue, and if the issue is forced they 
will vote w ith th e eastern and o ther 
delegates ag ain st free silver, so as to 
have a point of difference w ith the 
so u th ern D em ocrats th a t will break the 
lines of race prejudice. The southern 
delgates are for a policy of expediency, 
an d say, the old W hig elem ent of the 
so u th is for gold as well as for protec­ 
tion* and th a t the solid south can be 
broken by the R epublicans declaring 
plainly in favor of both those principles. 
The southern states are m ore largely 
represented th an in form er years. T here 
is a m ovem ent to avoid any decisive ac­ 
tio n now on the tariff, silver or other 
disputed questions, and to hold the a n ­ 
nual m eeting next year a fte r the R e­ 
publican national convention, so as to 
avoid the em barrassm ent of anticipated 
action on issues th a t are contested. 
The free silver m en held a conference 
last night and decided to m ake an ag ­ 
gressive fight notw ithstanding the ru ­ 
mored disaffection of southern delegates 
on whom they had depended. The sil­ 
ver men say they will run Col. Isaac 
Trum bo of Salt L ake City for president 
■of the league and show their stren g th on 
a ballot. 
Senators C arter and Dubois 
are working hard for Trum bo. The la t­ 
ter will precipitate the silver fight by of­ 
fering a 16 to I resolution to-day and 
urge its consideration before the com­ 
m ittee on resolutions is appointed. 


Demands of the Great l owers Not Yet 
Assented To. 
Constantinople, June 19.—The T u rk ­ 
ish governm ent has m ade a fresh reply 
to the note of the powers outlining the 
reform s insisted upon for Arm enia. The 
Porte accepts the principle of the pro­ 
posed reform s, but requests th a t sev­ 
eral of the points be discussed before 
any action is taken. The T urkish gov 
em inent also denies th a t the term s of 
the tre a ty of Berlin confer the rig h t of 
dem anding the guarantees form ulated 
by the powers and expresses the hope 
th a t the su ltan 's sovereign rights will 
not 
be 
prejudiced. 
The im pression 
which prevails here is th a t this last re­ 
ply is tan tam o u n t to a refusal and it is 
feared th a t the powers will adopt m ore 
urgent m easures to enforce their de­ 
m ands. 
The 
B ritish 
M editerranean 
squadron, which arrived a t B eirut on 
June I, has sailed from th a t port for 
Tripoli. 
Re-enforcem ents of * R ussian troops, 
it has now been definitely been ascer 
tained, have been sent to the T urkish 
frontier in the vicinity of A rm enia in 
order to prevent the passage of m a­ 
rauders and supplies of arm s and am ­ 
m unition. 


He Will Serve Two Years aud Six 
Months In Prison as the Punish­ 
ment For Accepting Bribes— An In­ 
sane Iowa Woman Poisons Her 
Three Children. 
New York, Jane 19.—Police In­ 
spector McLaughlin, who was con­ 
victed of accepting bribes, rn bile in 
his officio! position, was today sen­ 
tenced to two years and sin months in 
Bing Sing prison. 
Shellsburg, la.. Ju n e 19.—Mrs. 
San­ 
ford Gillis, aged about 38, wife of a well- 
to-do farm er living six miles north of 
town, gave poison to three of her six 
children and herself, all for of them dy­ 
ing very soon afterw ard. She gave the 
fatal doses about d ark M onday evening, 
while her husband w as feeding his 
stock, leaving two of the little ones in 
the house, while she took the youngest, 
aged 4, in her arm s and started out of 
the house. A fter going a short w ay she 
fell to the ground, where she and the 
child were found dead. 
The dead children range in age from 
4 to 8. Mrs. Gillis had been in poor 
health m any years and bad ju st recent­ 
ly returned from Indiana, where she had 
been taken for treatm ent. H er husband 
and her m other, Mrs. Noyes, who had 
been her d au g h ter’s constant com pan­ 
ion during her life, were planning to 
take Mrs. Gillis to the hospital for the 
insane a t Independence for treatm ent. 
D uring the last few days she m ade the 
assertion a num ber of tim es th a t she 
intended going aw ay, but little a tte n ­ 
tion w as given her rem arks by the fam ­ 
ily, who were aw are of her dem ented 
condition. 


LORD ROSEBERRY 


HE IS DISSATISFIED W ITH THE 
PREMIER’S ACTS. 


London Times Thinks the Action 
Of the *’Grand Old Man” Meant the 
Certain Overthrow of the Ministry 
—Lady Somerset It Again Made 
Leader of the Temperence Women 


London, June 19.—The Tim es 
an ­ 
nounces th a t Mr. G ladstone has w ith­ 
draw n from his pairing agreem ent w ith 
the Hon. C harles Villiers, M. P., be­ 
cause he wishes to be regarded as h av ­ 
ing an open m ind on th e W elsh church 
disestablishm ent bill. 
In an editorial 
com m enting on th e above th e Tim es 
says: “Blow upon blow h as fallen on 
the governm ent recently, b u t none is 
com parable to this, which m eans th e 
w ithdraw al of Mr. G ladstone’s 
m oral 
support from Lord R osebery’s adm inis­ 
tration. 
Its effect will be w idespread. 
The im m ediate prestige of his nam e 
h as enabled |b e governm ent to w eather 
some dangerous storm s, and It is the 
very foundation of the political fabric 
of the present governm ent. I t Is h ardly 
possible to escape the conclusion th a t 
he extends his disapproval to th eir gen­ 
eral policy. 
I t is believed 
th a t 
he 
w anted a m ore drastic dealing w ith th e 
A rm enian question. 
In any case his 
act will com plete the disintegration of 
th e governm ent and is a portent of dis­ 
solution th a t cannot be m isconstrued.”

TAYLOR PLEADS GUILTY.

CALLS EXTRA SESSIO N. 


illinois* Governor Sammons Legislature 
to Meet Next Tuesday. 
Springfield, 111., June 19.—Governor 
Altgeld 
yesterday 
issued 
a call for 
an extra session of the legislature to 
convene on Tuesday, June 25, 1895, a t 2 
o’clock p. rn. The call recites th a t the 
ta x levy m ade by the th irty -n in th gen­ 
eral assem bly is inadequate in view 
of the appropriations m ade; th a t the 
revenue system of the sta te needs revis­ 
ion; th a t the Jury system needs reform ­ 
ing. and th a t the prison-labor problem 
needs the attention of the legislature. 
One thing about the proclam ation th at 
is causing com m ent is the fact th a t it 
does not authorize the legislature 
to 
m ake an appropriation to pay the nec­ 
essary expenses th a t will arise during 
the session. On this account there will 
be no m eans of paying the employes and 
it is doubtful w hether the m em bers can 
draw their pay until an act m aking the 
appropriation has been passed. 


Himself Before the Coart at 
Sioux Falls, 8. D. 
Sioux Falls, S. D., June 19.—W . W. 
Taylor yesterday voluntarily presented 
him self before Judge Gaffy of the Cir­ 
cuit court 
a t a special session 
sum ­ 
moned 
for the purpose and 
pleaded 
guilty to em bezzling $344,000 from the 
sta te in Ja n u ary last. 
He declared he 
had no money. In discussing his wand 
erings T aylor said th at he left the coun­ 
try earlier than m any suppose. He did 
not m ake up his m ind th a t it would be 
impossible for him to settle until the 
day before C hristm as. 
He said: 
“On 
Jan. 
3 I left 
Chicago and 
w ent to 
Tam pa, from which place I sailed on 
the 5th 
for H av an a by w ay of Key 
W est. Thence a fte r a few days I sailed 
to Vera Cruz. I did not go to the City 
of Mexico. 
I bought a ticket for th a t 
place in order to throw the detectives 
off the track, and evidently succeeded 
adm irably, for I understood th at they 
have repeatedly reported th a t I w as In 
Mexico. I went over alm ost all of South 
Am erica, and then sailed for this coun­ 
try and w ent to one of the large north 
em cities, where I have lived for the 
last three m onths and w here I could 
have rem ained indefinitely w ithout fear 
of discovery.” 
There have been m any stories told 
about an alleged compromise, and the 
arrangem ent having the m ost general 
circulation is th a t T aylor is to get a two 
year sentence and a pardon from Gov. 
Sheldon before Ja n u ary I, 1897, T aylor 
to tu rn over $70,000 cash, his bondsm en 
$30,000, he to convey all his property as 
paym ent In full for his $363,000 deficit 
all other crim inal and civil prosecutions 
to be stopped. 
B ut the denial of this 
story by the officers is generally be­ 
lieved.

when in fact there is but $9,000 of the 
city m oney in the bank.

It w as a t first 
thought Bolin had com m itted suicide, 
b u t last evening he w as arrested in a 
roadhouse 
near 
Cut-Off * lake 
and 
brought to the city hall, w here he m et 
the m ayor and o ther city officials. 
He 
«ald his purpose w as to kill him self had 
the officer not prevented. H e confessed 
th a t he is $10,000 short in his accounts, 
b u t it Is believed th e shortage will be 
a t least double th a t am ount. F or some 
tim e past, it is said, Mr. Bolin has neg­ 
lected the duties of his office. 
He has 
succum bed to the influence of wine and 
women, and had spent m oney freely. 
It is claim ed th a t he w as intoxicated for 
days a t a tim e, while the business of 
the office w as left to his deputies. 
H e 
has also lost heavily on business en ter­ 
prises and it is said has been concerned 
largely in board of trad e speculations 
and th at his ventures in th is direction 
have been generally disastrous.

of the Janesville Cotton Company,says 
th at Spacial Agent Stew art has never 
visited either factory to his knowl­ 
edge, and th at no inspector has been 
here since the last state report was 
made. 
The children employed at the 
cotton mills, while they are a t the 
mills over ten hours a day, do not 
work over 6ix hours of th a t time, ow­ 
ing to the nature of their employ­ 
ment, and the balance of the time is 
spent in play or sitting in the win­ 
dows. 
Their work a t no time is con­ 
sidered hard, a fact which has been 
frequently commented upon by the 
state inspector. 
The cotton mills do not compel their 
employes to carry accident policies; in 
fact, M anager Heller never heard of 
an Instance where such a rule was 
enforced. 
The buildings are all thor­ 
oughly ventilated and the children are 
all healthy. 
No instance is known 
where a child who has been discharged 
on the inspector’s report has been put 
to work. 
There are certainly no evi­ 
dences of im m orality. 
There are ove- 
seers in every departm ent, whose bus­ 
iness it is to see th at nothing of an im­ 
moral nature is allowed. In the wool­ 
en mills, knitting factory and the shoe 
factory, there are few children em­ 
ployed, and those are all of law ful 
age. 
The factories are well ventil­ 
ated, and with the exception of the 
woolen mills the two sexes work in 
different rooms with overseers over 
each room, who allows no visitingNand 
certainly no fam iliarity.

When the Supreme court decided 
that the recent license election held 
in Janesville was valid they also de­ 
cided that it was invalid.

In their decision, the Sup. erne court 
held, to be brief and to avoid legal 
technicalities, that the election was 
or should be, held nuder the ' ‘general 
election law” as laid down in sections 
9, IO and ll. The plaintiff had held 
that the election was illegal for two 
reasons; that due notice had not been 
given, and that the ballots were not 
in

Canadian Town Swept by Fire.
